Increase in Funds Makes Exten¬
sion Possible in Bucking¬

ham County.
Arvonla, Va., February 28..Owing

to an increase In the school funds this
year throughout tho entiro county, but
especially iti Marshall and James River
Districts, the public schools will bo
extended in every district for one
month, anil in some casos for two
months. Francisco District, In tho
southern end of tho county, will have
a sevon-month session for some of tho
schools, tho longest term in the his¬
tory of the district.

Thrown From Horse Under

to Pieces.

A LECTURE
ON

ChrisLian Science
By William R. Rathvon, C. S. B.

Christian Science has but one text-
book. "Science and Health with Key to
the Scriptures" by Mary Baker Kddy.
It If not a book to be quickly read or
hastily thumbed over as one would a
shallow novel. Nor is it to be approach-
od with bias or prejudice if one would
share Its riches: but its truths may be
proved and in turn imparted by child
or sage who turns its leaves with an
open mind. Only the open flower it is
that catches the. dew and yields its
honey to the bee.

It has been asserted tiiat Christian!
Scientists place their text-book above
the Bible as the guide to righteousness.
No one can honestly make this allega-
tiBn who has read the book carefully,
for on page 407 of Science and Health
arc printed these words, the first of a
scries of tenets of our religion:
"As adherents of Truth we take the

inspired Word of tho Bible as our suf¬
ficient guide to eternal Life."
What more emphatic and explicit ne-

pat ion of such a charge could be de-
manded? I
Tho truths of Christian Science do

not originate in the book Science and
Health. They find expression there but
their origin is in Cod. They have al-
ways existed and will forever exist,
What effect, then, It may be asked, does
the study of this book have upon those
who have previously been Bible stu¬
dents'.' Does it supplant the Bible in
their reverence and admiration.'.' Is'
the Book of books lesh precious to
them than before? The answer is, "No. '

On the other hand Science and Health
harmonixes many seeming incongrui¬
ties in the Bible which have long per¬
plexed layman and theologian: it ex-
plains apparent contradictions; it dis¬
closes unexpected riches: it gives new
significance to favorite passages, and
brings neglected ones into favor.
The study and application of its

teachings by those who have had little!
or no familiarity with the Scriptures
has made them Bible students and Bible
lovers. The one time atheist, the scof-
far and the blasphemer are finding the
liospel a treasure house of Joy and
consolation whose untried doors had
been barred against them until unlock¬
ed by the Key forged by the hands of
;i gentle woman who loved all man¬
kind. No other book in modern times
has made so many Bible readers.

It has fallen to my lot to have known
its author intimately in the last few
years of her earthly activity. Ono No-
veniber day iu 1fiOS, Mrs. Kddy called!
me to her side from my home in Colo¬
rado to become a member of that his¬
toric household at Chestnut Hill which
she once publicly designated "tho hap-
piest group of Christian Scientists on
earth." 1 was privileged to share her
daily counsels for more tnan two years,
and from the time of my first half
hour's heart-to-heart talk with her,
down to the afternoon, when standing
at her side I saw her marvelous hands
shape fier hist written words, "God is
my life," 1 have never wavered iu my
conviction that she has been the chosen
evangel of Trulls intrusted with those
good tidings of great joy that have
been waiting man's readiness since
the days when Jesus trod the dusty!

her voice, but It. is not of these things
that she would have mc speak.

pressed.that her followers should dis¬
regard her personality and address
their thought to the things of God
which she has disclosed to them. She
would have us study her books and not
her personality. She would have us
know her by what she. wrote and not
by how she looked. Years ago she in¬
structed her students to follow her
only as she followed Christ, and though
she was a r»rc Header she was an ideal
follower of all that in truly good.
Man's comprehension of the pro¬

blems of life is to be measured by his
understanding of God. He holds to con¬
trary and widely divergent beliefs
about God and hence his interpreta¬
tions of lifo are conflicting and dis¬
cordant. If he concedes to God, tho
primal cause of all being, illimitable
power. omnipotence . and illimitable
knowledge.Omniscience, and In the
next breath attributes to Him the afflic¬
tions and disasters of human experi¬
ence, he is setting up a god of good
and evil, of benevolence and cruelty.

lierltugo of mythology. linndcd down
to uh through generations of orthodoxy,
Is ropudlated In Christian Science. For
its definition of God. Christian Scienco
consistently turns to the Scriptures.

Christian Sclenco stands before the
world as a demonstrable religion, orio
that is to be lived, not .merely be¬
lieved. Tho standard of proflcioncy
for tho Christian Scientist Is not how
much ho believes, but how much of
that belief ho is using In his dally life,
in his dealings with his fellow men
and In the sanctity of his Innermost
thoughts.

lfence It Is that there Is no such
thing as a purely theoretical Christian
Scientist. No man can become a Chris¬
tian Scientist by merely believing in
the teachings of Its text-book without
practising them. Wo arc "Christian
Scientists only as wo put into constant
pructicc our knowledge of our religion,be that knowledge great or small. Wo
are Christian Scientists only as wc are
kind and helpful In thought and deed;only us wc-thliik health and talk health
Instead of disease and disaster. We are
Christian Scientists only as we say to
evil mental suggestion, "Peace, be
still!" Only as we are loving and
courageous and rcsoluto and unswerv-
Imi in our warfare against sin, slek-
ness and death.

It is often charged against Christian
Scientists because they rely wholly
upon Mind that they do not "do any*thing" for the sick. When the average
man considers the needs of a sick per-
son, his thought at once turns to tho
medlcino bottle and ho believes there
is nothing being done for the sick
man unless he is made to swallow
something. According to his peremp¬
tory opinions, the sick man should bo
treated with something that he can
taste or smell or feel, something that
the senses can percoive. Otherwise
"Nothing is being done for him." He
may tell you that attempting to changetho condition of a man's body throughmind alone Is foolishness. And yet.this same intelligent citizen will read-illy admit that, a man's body commonlyand frequently undergoes sudden and}very marked changes duo entirely to
mental causes. Ho will admit that salt
water will How from his eyes if he lasubjected to great grief. That suddenfcai will produce cold perspiration.That anger will cause tho face to flush
or pale, the heart to thump, tho voice
to change.
Now grief, anger and the like arcobviously mental, but bccause their ef¬fect on the body is of every-day oc-

currence, as commonplace as eatingand d?inking, the lesson they discloseIs lost upon tho nun who hastens to
censure Christian Science for achiev-ii'c wh.lt lie styles the Impossible, yetwhich has been a part of him finre
the day when as a crying infant lie
on his mother's arm shed his first tears.
Jesus proved for all time and for

all Christendom that the origin of dis¬
ease was mental and he healed it with
mental medicine. H< ga\e himself no
concern about physical symptoms, but
he destroyed what caused them. He
cared little about what the sick man
had been eating, but much about what
he had been thinking. lie said in so
many words, "It is not that whichgoetii Into a man which detileth him."
When he healed tho sick he gave no
parting directions about diet and rest,
but or least one occasion said. "Sin
no 11.- .est a worse thing come uuto
thee," thus Indicating the mental origin
of the disease. Tho sick wei« healed
by him through spiritual understand-
ing. not b> human will. Christian Sci¬
ence, similarly relying wholly upon
divine Principle, lias no relationship
with will power, mental science, hyp¬
notism, mesmerism, auto-suggestion,
thought transference, spiritualism or
any of the other cults or schools which
rely wholly or In part upon the influ¬
ence of one human mind or human will
upon another. These arc essentially
adverse to the teachings of Christian
Science, wherein the human mind and!
the human will are made wholly sub-
ordinate and subservient lo the di-
vine Mind, tho wlP of Cod. Success
in Christian Science Is only attained
as fallible human mentality is elimi¬
nated. This implies self-denial, the
denial of the human sense of self, and
the aflirrnation of all wood, and Is a
condition to which all must come soon¬
er or later. "As I live, saith the Lord,
every knee shall bow, and every tongue
shall confess to <5od "

In considering the immortality of
man one Is confronted by the questions.'"What of tho liearoafterV How am I
to regard the change called death-.'
What and where is heaven?" Christian
Science makes direct answer to these
very natural questions. That which
is called death, though always an
enemy and finally to be overcome, an
the Bible declares, is no more to be
feared than is sleep. In the present
state of our development both are in¬
cidental to the experience of mankind;
both interfere for the time with man's
activities; and tho awakening.alike
in both eases.will, we believe, show
no substantial change in individuality
or advancement. The gates of heaven
do not swing open at the touch of
death, but are to be entered by right
thinking and right living, here and
hereafter.

Christian Science puts aside )h-?
mythologic idea of heaven as a place,
and shows it to be a state or condition
of mind. It follows, therefore, that
Its attainment depends upon the men-
tal processes «>f the individual. In
oilier words it affirms that right think-
ing leading to right living is the sure
passport lo heaven. Turning to the
life of the great exemplar, .lesus the
Christ, we find in liini the ideal thinker
whose thoughts and actions conformed
invariably to tho laws of C.od.Spirit
touching lightly upon matter and
things material only as tolerated con-
comHants of his dwelling on earth
among men.
Most men have found they can gel

all they want of heaven's antithesis,
hell, right here on earth, and there are
many, who believe they have already
had more than their share of it. and
perhaps they ha ye. Hut they should
Know that it does not .¦omo front the
hand of God. Sin brings its own pun¬
ishment. ll has been truly said that
man is not punished for his sins, but
by his sins. LSy sin is meant what
Paul deflni-H Jis transgression of the
law, whether due to man's ignorance
of Cod's law or to his wilful disobe-
dienco of it. Tho child who, through
ignorance or disobedience, picks up a
piece of hot iron suffers because of
his Ignorance or disobedience. His lov¬
ing father has had nothing to do with
his suffering, and "Our Father which
art in heaven," loving every one of
His children, sends upon them neither
pain nor penalty. From Him conieth
only the "good and perfect gift '

There is a short and cheering mos-
sage that Christian Science has to de-
liver to all who have cars to hear.
It Is not a new message. It has re-
assured the children of men ever since
they first felt tlio chill of feat-. The
loving mother encouraging her tod-
dling infant, the gallant captain clieer-
Ing his men lo greater valor, the gen-
tie Saviour quieting his affrighted dis-
ciples, all use it. That message Is "Re
not afraid."
